Connecticut has often deserved the grateful
bleeging of the Republicans of her sister Stutes,
but she never did so well under circumstances
g0 embarrassing and disheartening as yvesterday.
The Bumuer quarrel, the clamor against the Pre-
sident with regard to Banto Domingo, the New
Hamopshire suprice, and a hundred other make-
welghts, operated to discourage and paralyze her
working Republicans, while inducing the weak
brethren to get out of sight and stay there.
Tammany Hall bought a seat in her Seunate
for one of its tools Isst year, and poured out
money like water to do it agaln this year. Iis
organs scouted the suggestion that Jewell was
running in earnest. insisting that English's elec-
tlon, with that of three if not all four Con-
greszmen of like Ilmu.ern. was a fixed fact, which
no on¢ serlously disputed. I, against all these
odds, the Republicang had simply tied the
Btate, which gave English 1784 majority in the
gpring of 1868, they wounld have exceeded all
reasonable expectation.

Attempt to Rob the Central Park Savings
Bauk-The Teller Bound and Gagged -

Three men entered the Central Park Savings
Bank, at No. % Third avenue, near Forty.sixth
street, about 11-80 o'clock yesterday morning, Oae
of them locked the street door., The other two
leaped over ihe counter, and while one secured a
pistol kept within the reach of Anthony Ellison
the teller of the bank, the other seized
Mr. Ellison, and with the aid of his companions,
threw him to the floor aud murelg bound and
goagged him. & 18 hands were tled pehind him, and
& portion of the handkerchief which was used as a
gogalso coverea his face, and prevented h'm from
seclog his assnilants, Mr Ellison I8 nearly 70, and
was therefore noable to cope with his antagoalsts;

A United States Army Officer Loses n Large

Amount of Government Fuunds.

tory, with his wife and sister, arrived on Mog-
day 1o this ¢lty and engaged rooms at the Sher-
man. After partaking of his dioner, Feono re-

uveeted a blank check, and filling It ont for
3.’)00. asked the clerk to send it te the deposi-
tary for collection. The clerk did a« requested,
and the messenger Boon returned with the check
and a note requesting the Lieatenant to call at
the depositary. Fenno did so st onee, and
found that his neglect to present in person his
check and authority for drawing it was the rea-
eon payment was refused  Bettling the prelimi-
naries Lo the satisfaction of the cashier, he re-
ceived the #500 and departed.

About 8 o'clock on the same evening he
visited a house on Randolph street to try his
luck at carde. He was in a highly intoxicated
condition.

He sat down at the dealing table and invested
a ten-dollar greenback; he won. Again and
agaln did the X go in and yield a rich harvest.
He won upward of 150, and then hia lock
changed, lsu came out loser in several deals,
and bis pile was reduced to $60.

On the following morniog (Wednesday) his
glster departed for home, and her bill was
charged up to her brother's acconnt. It would
appear that Feuno remembered his previous
night's debauch, for, with an evident inteation
to win back all he had lost at the Dearborn
street establishment. he revisited that place
thortly after dinner, having several hundred
dollars in bis possession.

He was perfectly sober at the time, and drank
but sparingly during the entire afternoon. His
first ventare was $10; be won, and next time
lost. In a few moments his losres amounted Lo
upwards of $100. He then doubled the stake,
and the rame luck attended him. He wonld win
occasionally, but not often. In an hour he had
logt all the ready money he had with him, #460.
Calling for a blank check he filled it out for
1000 on the Unlted “tates Depositary. This
check wae griven to an attendant, who shortly
afterwards returned with the money,

Fenno now went In with “big” money —as
high ag £300 on a deal. His los=es continued,
llmd by 4 o'clock every dollar of the 21000 was
O8t.

Becoming desperate, Fenno finally fllled out n
check on the depositary for #2000, and being
too late to draw it then, It was taken for ita
full value by the dealer, who was aatiafied of its
worth by Fenno's statement of the position he
held. At 7 o'clock Fenno aroze from the table
without n dollar, the loser of &30

They left on the 8 o'clock
traldu via the Chicago, Burlington, and Quinecy
road.

Mra, Fenno is a most refined and cultivated
lady, a daughter of a prominent man in Penn-
gylvania, and one who has always been sur-
rounded with all the Jaccessories of wealth and
position. The dreadful course of her husband
must cause her Lo suffer untold misery. Fenno
is a very ordinary-appearing man, bul said to
be very highly counected.

THE GREAT PAY-DAY.

Pursuit of the Needful -How the Pennsyl-
vanla Yeomanry Like to Handle Thelr
Greenbacks.

The Lancaster Erpress of the 1st inst. says: —

We doubt if on apy lst of April within the
past balf dozen years there were more of our
country friends in than to-day. And all who
are here have come on business —to bow al the
shrice of mighty Mammon—and not on an ex-
curelon of pleasure. The day is one peculiar to

Lancaster county—the greal pay-day, the set-

tling of accounts of the entire year. If a farm

is gold, or stock, or, in fact, almost novything of
over a few hundred dollars In value, a note is
usnally given, peyable on the lst of April, No
other ay seems to sull, and few of
our country friends will meel their pecuniary
enpgagements on an other. Hence the
banke bave made additional arrangements to
accommodate their customers., There is one
feature which would strike the business psople
of our larger clties as somevhat novel. Little,
if any, money changes hands through the me-
ainm of checks, but the money ls drawn from
the bank by the depositor and paid over in cash.

Our country friends like o handle the crisp

greenbacks, conunt them over, and probably de-

poelt them an hour after In the same bank from
which they were drawn. This subjects our
bankers 10 much inconvenience. They are com-
elled to call on the Philadelphia and New York
wanks and borrow for three or four days maoy
thousands of dollars, which are retursed as
goon as the big day is over. Before the bank
opeuns in the morning it may have lo its vanits
and drawers from one hundred thousand to four
huodred thousand dollars. By midday most of
this is drawn out, but by eveniog asgaln the
money finds itz way back to the bauk, and so,
alter changing hands probably a dozen times, it

18 nearly all just where It started from. By the

checking plan much tronble would thus be

avoided, Buat, as we have sald, our coantry
friends have a weakness for gazing upon the
color of thelr money, and belug sare that 1t is
all right, return home contented. It would be
bard to estimate the amount of money which
changed hands to day, but it musi run ap 2
many theusands of dollurs,
THEATRE BURNED.
Pestruction of the Troy Opera Honse,

THE CRISIS AT HEAND.

Grand Movement of the Ralrels.

100,000 Men Maroch on Versailles,

Bloody and Tiemendous Fighting.

12,000 Nationals Hors de Combat.

THE INSCRGENTS THOROUGHLY ROUTED,

Government Troops Surround Paris

FROM EUROPE.

Terrible Fighting at Paris—The Insur-
gents Repulsed with a Loss of 12,000
Killed, Wounded, and Missing.

Pawris, April 3—Monday Evening.—|8pecial
to the New York Herald. |—About 4 o'clock yes-
terday afternoon, after great preparations, the
National Insurgents commenced issulug out at
the Neuilly gate, in all 50,000 men, Generals
Bergerot, Flourene, and Menottl Garibaldi
commanding. It was understood that Fort
Valerien would not fire.

At about 6 o'clock the artillery was all in
front, and General Bergerot was in the advance
with 10,000 men, when suddenly

Fort Valerien Opened Fire,

kinling Commandant Henry, General Bergerat,

had just got out of his carriage when the vehi-

cle wae smashed by a bombshell, The wildeat
scene enguned. The troops tried to retreat. The
msin body left General Bergerot alone with

10,000 men. He tried to fight with his field

artillery agninst Fort Valerlen, but it was use-

less.

The Communists got into the city, but
General Bergerot nnd Iis Men are Cuat O
and canpot pass Fort Valerien. The main body
escaped with the logs of one hundred men, but
Bergerot must loge large numbers. Altogether
there are
12,000 Men Killed, Wounded, and Missing,
including General Bergerot's force. The Com-
munist troops under arms number 15,000, Tre-
mendous excitement prevalls,

Additional Reports—How the “Commit.
tee” was Disappointed in Fort Valervien.

Panig, April 8-1215 P. M.—The cannonade
from Fort Valerien is at the rate of two shots
per minute. There I8 also sharp musketry fire
towusrds Meudon.

It is reported that the Nationals suffered
geverely from Valerlen's fire, but nothing pre-
cige |8 obtainable,

It s reported that the committee belleved
Fort Valerien wonld not fire upon the Nationals
who occupy Vanvres, Issy, and Montrouge in
force.

AVersalllestrain was stopped to-day at Clamart
and forced to return, Contradictory rumors
are flying that the gates are shut.

The Projected Mavch to Versailles,

Panris, April 36 P. M.—One hundred thou-
sand Natlonals, In three corps, with two hundred
guns, marched via Montrouge, Issy, and Reunil,
all destined for Versailles. Fort Valerien fired
all day upon Renil, and the flying batteries at
Meudon cannonaded the Nationals debouching
from lsey on the Versailles road. Fort Valerien
cannonnded the rear guard of the Nationals
entering the valley between Puteaux and Buzen-
val. SBome detachments retreated in disorder.
There is nothing certaln respecting those who
passed Valerien.

There are conflicting verslons. One says they
were surrounded; another says they effected a
junction and turned Meudon, where a majority
of the Versallles army was concentrated.
During the operations on the right there was

A Filerce Eagagemont
between the artillery at Meudon and ¢he Parlsian
artillery.

Several members of the Commune, with red
eashes led battalions. It ls said a superlor Ver-
sallles, officer was taken prisoner. The Monifeur

The Attack of the Nationals on the Gove
ernment Forces.

Loxpox, April 4.—Advices from Paris to-day
state that the attack of the Nationals on the
Government forces has been well sustalned. A
powerful artillery attack was made on the left
of the Bois de Meudon, which succeeded for a
short time in sllencing the Government guns.
